The 
deposit is to be made in accord- 
ance with the presese-Jaw gov- 
erning such deposits, with the 
exception that the money shall 
remain on deposit for a term or 
years yet to be determined. Tne 
suggestion is that it be four, 
five or ten years. 
A local improvement commit- 


tee is to be organized to borro\v 
this, money from the banks ana 
loan it to property-owners wish- 
ing to rebuild.

NE of the consequences of the recent disclo- 


sures in high financial circles that will "be

other fled and was overtaken, by death while' a? 
fugitive and the mental strain cau!?ed^he death 
of a fourth holder of the: position. '-Both xashieijs 
of both the wrecked banks'corriniitted suicide and 
and auditor general of the. State died as a "result 
of worry. When it is realized that the personal 
suffering was not confiiied to flic'principals in the 
affair, the appalling result in shame and''disgrace 
to the families of the implicated officials, is stu- 
pendous in its magnitude.

We are familiar with the stories of personal 


suffering, shame and disgrace attending the re- 
cent exposures in life insurance methods. 
Can 


it be doubted that these men, innately honest* but 
the victims of-a perverted system of business 
morality, would have preferred sudden death to 
the "merciless probe of the inquisitor and the 
galling affects of press criticism and:7publicTcen-- 
sure. These men were not inherently vicious ;- 
indeed, we'can 'feel assured' that iri/t'fle 'o'fdiriaTy 
walksjorilfc and in ordinary; transactions': they' 
werc honest; uprighti,' conscient!6u's'':^eh{lemeh<.
